Armorer’s hindlint ee Is 
Revived to Protect U. S. Troops 


CITE in contrast with this industry 
such glaring modernity is a bit of 
work that is going on in a workroom 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Artin New 
York. There an industry, dead for ages, 
ts being revived. There with the ham- 
mers that were used in the times of the 
Crusaders, clinking on anvils that were 
the property of the retainers of Richard 
of the Lion Heart, a new race of armorers 
is being taught to fashion protective 
plates for the youth of America as it goes 
forth tn its great crusade for liberty. 
The curator of arms and armor at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art was Dr. 
Bashford Dean, who, in addition, was a 
zoologist of national reputation. The 
army has again demonstrated the diver- 
sity of the talent which it requires in fight- 
ing a great war by commissioning Dr. 
Dean a Major and assigning him to the 
task of designing protective armor for our 
fighting men. He has toured Europe for 
ideas, has borrowed suggestions from 
those men of the middle ages to whom 
armor making was a fine art, has even 
succecded in finding a great artist who 
comes of a strain of armor makers that is 
unbroken for a thousand years. Daniel 
Tachaur is a Frenchman and followed 
armor making as an art. Some of his 
pieces have won international fame. He 
is now at the head of the iworkshop at the 
Metropolitan Museum which is digging 
into antiquity for ideas of modern, Amer- 
ican quantity . production.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 Owing to 
the extension of the drouth area, the 
shortening of the corn erop, the 
larger animal population in the 
country and the allied demands up- 
on us for feed grain, it is necessary 
to exert every effort to conserve 
feeding stuffs during the next 12 
months. 

lt is necessary that we ship a 
iarger proportion of wheat as coni- 
pared with. flour during the next 12 
months than during the last. 12 
months to the allied countries, be- 
cuuse their oWn shortate of feed- 
ing stuffs is such that if they are 
to keep alive their dairy herds they 
must have a larger. supply of grain 
wheat. 

Already the milk supply in allied 
countries has been limited prac- 
tically to the supply for children 
and other vitally necessary national 
uses, and any failure on Our part to 
supply their dairy herds means that 
we shall cut into the actual safety 
of their chtidren. 

On the other:hand, our own pop- 
ulation and the allies depend upon 
our animal products. What we must 
secure is the utmost elimination of 
waste by the careful feeding of an- 
imals and the use of all'the rough- 
age available. 

Distribution Big Problem. 

One of the difficult problems 
the distribution of wheat mill feeds

the faet that the Food Adrrmistra- 
tion, in an effort to protect the 
farmer,.maintains an artificially low

One consequence is that a great 
deal of mill feeds is going unneces- 
sarily into work animals or beef-pro- 
duction. Every farmer will recognize 
that the wheat mill feeds are vitally 
necessary for--the--dairy eattle, to 
some extent for the poultry, and for 
young pigs. Owing to the absorp 
tion of mill feeds at local points 
near the mill, considerable sections 
of the dairy industry are practically 
without mill feeds and our dairy pro- 
duction is thereby in danger 

With view to correcting this, so fur 
as possible, the Food Administration 
desires to appeal! for the assistance: 
of the farmers of the country in the 
use and distribution of Wheat mii! 
fecds, In this view. we ask ever’ 
buver otf wheat mill feeds, outside ©: 


pledge of honor not to use the wheat 
mill feeds for any purpose except 
the essential use in dairy, young pig 
and poultry production, and ‘not to 
more than 60 days’ supply. . 
purchase or hold at any one time 

("nless we can secure this careful 
and specialized use of mill feeds, our 
dairy production in the congeste' 
Kastern ‘areas Of the United State; 
is bound to fall and to jeopardize the 
food supply of our people in tha: 

Otherwise it will be neces 
sary to release the price restrictions 
on mill feeds and allow them to take 
their natural course.

It is suggested that the report 
might have grown out of the Aus-— 
trian proposal! of several weeks ago 
which was so promptly rejected by 
’resident Wilson. No new offer has 
reached the State Department 
through the Dutch Government or 
any other source, and no news of 
one has been received from any of 
the allies. 

When Count von Burian made his 
recent proposal for a nonbinding 
conference it was reported to the 
State Department here that. the: 
Dutch Government had been  ap-, 
proached by the Austrians and had 
agreed to furnish a meeting place 
for the proposed conference.

ernment which invades private business and 
even personal morality. 

The development of Fedcral authority is narrated in 
a@ new book, “Federal Power: Ite Growth and Neces- 
sity” (Doran), by Henry Litchfield West, for seven 
years Commissioner of the District of Columbia, Here- 
with is given a condensation of his own swift and 
readable story of how “a trickling mountain stream 
deepened and widened until it is a resistless force 
sweeping onward to the sea.” 

He attributes this revolution of public opinion to the 
sane common sense of the American peopic, with its 
instinct for results rather than theories, and its keen 
racial admiration for efficiency. He recognizes the 
danger that the nation may on the one hand be brought 
face to face with a bureaucratic autocracy, or on 
the other with Socialism; but relies on the capacity

at that time it was an absolute necessity. In the early

people were highly indig- 
nant because a Delaware Sheriff crossed their border 
in pursuit of a thief; and the feeling between Massa- 


chusetts and Rhode Island was so bitter that it was 
dangerous for the citizens of one colony to be found 
within the confines of the other. 

Peacefully and separately each colony might have 
pursued its way had not the increase in population and 
the dangers from without--their common § enemies 
were the Indians, Dutch and French—compelled union. 
William Penn, shrewd and farsighted, should, per- 
haps, be designated as the father of Federalism. His 
plan of combination, drawn up in 1696, was unique in 
that, for the first time, all the colonies were included, 
and because it provided that the assembly of the dele- 
gates should be called ‘‘the Congress,’ to be presided 
over by a Commissioner appointed by the King. Penn's 
plan, though widely discussed, was not adopted, but 
its vital principle of union, instead of dying out, be- 
came more and moré alive. 

In the last quarter of the eighteenth century the 
English Government not only laid undue burdens upon 

sthe colonies, but did so in a manner calculated to 
arouse bitter resentment. It became essential, if these 
impositions were to be removed and the colonies left 
in the enjovment of their peace and liberty, that there 


should be concerted action. The colonies must be 
transformed into a bundle of sticks which could 
neither be bent nor broken. The twine—for the ma- 


terial did not reach the dignity or stoutness of a rope— 
was the Continental Congress, a body of delegates with 
no authority behind them except public sentiment, 
and who conducted a war against Great Britain in a 
haphazard arrangement with the colonies. 

Fortunately, there were men like George 
ton courageously to point out the defect 
the remedy. These men appealed to 
called the Federal spirit of the people. Washington 
insisted that there should be a central Government, 
which, in addition to possessing the power to make war 
and peace and conclude treaties, should also have 
authority to levy taxes and regulate ecommerce, and 
should completely control the executive and judicial 
departments. The famous convention of 1787 framed 
the Constitution. 

The Constitution was finally adopted, but out of the 
66 delegates designated, only 39 remained in their seats 
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to affix their signatures to the immortal document. In 
Virginia, Patrick Henry denounced the Constitution 
as a flagrant outrage upon the states, and he especial- 
l7 criticised the opening phrase, “We, the people of the 
United States.” He saw in these words the beginning 
of the end. 

Despite much misgiving on the part of the few, the 
great mass of people pushed ahead under the new 
Federal Government, halting for a moment when they 
elected Jefferson to succeed Adams, but finding that 
Jefferson could forget his strict constructionist ideas 
and become an expansive nationalist when the oppor- 
tunity to purchase Louisiana presented itself. 

President Adams, within 20 days of the expiration 
of his term, took John Marshall out of his Cabinet and 
appointed him Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The importance of this action 
upon the development of the Federalistic spirit in the 
United States cannot be overestimated. In the ap- 
pointment of Marshall the doom of the doctrine of 
the sovereignty of the states was sealed. In following 
the growth of Federal power in the United States his 
figure occupies such a commanding position that it 
can neither be overlooked nor minimized. He has 
been rightly characterized as a nation builder. 

In the face of a hostile executive and a hostile Con- 
gress he upheld the banner of nationalism. It is use- 
less now to speculate on what might have been our 
destiny if a man of the Jeffersonian manner of think- 
ing had been placed in the position which Marshall 
occupied. It is possible the whole trend of our his- 
tory might have been changed, and that instead of a 
ecntralized Government, steadily increasing in strength, 
we should have had a league of independent but weak 
states, lacking the force of nationality. 

In the midst of the storm which he created, Marshall 
pursued his undaunted way. Decision followed deci- 
sion, each one striking more and more at the so-calied 
sovereignty of the states and extolling not only the 
necessity but the benefits of a strong Federal 
ernment. 

The period between the death of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall and the beginning of the Civil War was notable 
for a marked indisposition on the part of the Amer- 
ican people squarely to meet the issue of a centralized 
xovernment. Whenever the country was brought 
squarely up against the question as to which was 
supreme, the nation or the state, some way was found 
ty evade a direct answer. There was compromise in 
the admission of Missouri. When Kansas and Ne- 
braska sought admission, and when Congress threw 
the problem back to the people, the struggle between 
the free soilers and would-be slave-holding element led 
to sanguinary encounters. 

The South Carolina Legislature declared that the 
Federal tariff should be regarded as null and void 
within the State borders. The irascible Jackson threat- 
ened to hang personally upon the nearest tree any 
person who disobeyed the Federal law. ‘‘The Federal 
union,” he dramatically exclaimed, “it must be pre- 


CGov- 


served.’ Calhoun insisted that a state had the right to 
nullify, while Webster argued with wonderful elo- 
quence and logic for the national supremacy. Again 


there was a compromise, in which Congress adjusted 
the tariff upon tines not wholly objectionable to the 
South. 

Then came the Civil War, and with it an exercise of 
Federal powers far beyond the wildest flights of the 
Hamiltonian imagination. There was some muttering 
as larger and larger powers were assumed by the 
heroic Lincoln and by Congress, while the restrictions 
of the Constitution were ignored. Lincoln gave force 
to his utterance by acts which, under any other con- 
dition, would have led to his impeachment. 

Our present purpose is to emphasize the psycho- 
logical effect upon the American people of witnessing 
demonstration after demonstration of the transcendent 
power of the Federal Government. Amid the excitement 
and peril which followed the fall of Sumter there was 
neither opportunity nor disposition to analyze too 
closely the acts of the President and of Congress, and 
later in the war the people became callous to the 
widest exercise of Federal authority. 

It was not the governments at Springfield or Al- 
bany or Harrisburg, but the Government at Washing- 
ton that still lived. The eyes of the nation were there- 
after to be focused upon the national capital. The po- 
litical entities of the states became overshadowed by 
the national feeling. The outlines of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, on the other hand, stood out- against the

horizon like the Parthenon on the Acropolis 
at Athens, distinct, commanding and #su- 
preme. 

The logical result of the convincing dem- 
onstration of Federal omnipotence soon be- 
came apparent. The people, through their 
duly elected representatives, instinctively 
turned to the Federal Government to secure 
the accomplishment of reforms which could 
not be reached in any other way. During 
the Civil War they had seen the Federal 
power exercised arbitrarily, and sometimes 
harshly, but always effectively. This was the fact that 
impressed the American mind. It was the achievement 
of results by direct methods which appealed to the 
masses. 

The extinction of state bank currency was accom- 
plished so simply and easily—though there was no 
authority in the Constitution for the Federal Govern- 
ment te go into the states and throttle these institu- 
tions—that the people quite naturally invoked the aid 
of the Federal power for the suppression of the lottery 
evil. In the year of 1893 there was a menace of cholera 
and the suggestion of a national quarantine met with 
instant favor. In 1799 a law was passed by Congress di- 
recting Federal revenue officers “‘to duly observe the 
quarantine laws of any state and faithfully aid in their 
execution;” in 1898 Congress enacted a law which em- 
powered state quarantine officers “to act as officers 
of the national quarantine system.’ This is an inter- 
esting fact, as showing how popular sentiment can 
cnange in a century. 

The doctrine of paramount necessity was invoked for 
the extension of Federal authority in the protection 
of the people against impure food and drugs, a mat- 
ter which might very properly be considered as wholly 
within the jurisdiction of the states. Today the rail- 
road corporations, once so haughty and independent, 
bow in complete submission to Federal power, first 
exemplified in the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and now concentrated in the Director-General of 
Railroads. 

There was not a whisper of the rights of the states 
when the Sherman anti-trust bill was under consid- 
eration in the Senate in 1890. The corporations did 
not surrender their tremendous advantage without a 
struggle. jut eventually the trusts were either com- 
pelled to dissolve, or, facing the inevitable, voluntar- 
ily consented to take the action, which, in due course 
of time, the courts would have directed. The so- 
called Clayton act of 1914 placed further obstacles in 
the way of creation of monopolies, and the Federal 
Trade Commission act of the same year gave the Fed- 


eral Government power to probe deeply into the 
conduct of business. 
The Federal Government has created a Board of 


Mediation and Conciliation, under the act of 1913, to 
settle controversies concerning wages, hours of labor 
or conditions of employment. In 1894 the Division 
of Botany in the Department of Agriculture cost $8600 
per annum, while 20 years later the appropriations 
for the Bureau of Plant Industry aggregated over §$2.- 
000,000. The expenditures of the Bureau of- Forestry 
increased during the same perfod from $7280 to con- 
siderably in excess of $5,000,000... The Bureau of Chen- 
istry is comparatively a new creation, but this does 
not prevent it from expending over $1,000,000 a vear. 
Meat inspection, a responsibility from which the states 
have been relieved, also costs $1,000,000 annually. 

There are scores upon scores of bureaus in connec- 
tion with the 11 departments of the Government. and 
Government inspectors or officials of various kinds 
now number thousands where, a few years ago, they 
could be counted by the score. It is impossible not 
to recall the fact that one of the complaints against 
George III in the Declaration of Independence was in 
these words: 

“He has erected a multitude of new offices, and sent 
thither swarms of officials, to harass our people and 
eat out our substance.” 

Enormous tracts of land in the Western states have 
been reserved by Federal power for future use. There 
have now been withdrawn under the forest reserve 
act 192,000,000 acres, and numerous forest rangers and 
other Federal agents appear in the Western country 
and compel obedience to Federal regulations. 

Not only do men and women crossing the state bor- 
ders pass under the control of the Federal Govern- 
ment, but even the birds that fly through the air have 
been placed in the same category. In vain was it urged 
that the blackbird or the goose that wings its flight 
across the blue vault of heaven has neither consignor 
nor consignee, and is not, therefore, interstate com- 
merce. It is not surprising that an effort is now be- 
ing made to place migratory fishes under Federa] 
eontrol, so that even the Mississippi catfish may ere 
long swim proudly under Government protection. 

Other wide applications of Federal power are em- 
hodied in the Federal farm loan act, which is not such 
a far cry from the governmental pPawnshops main- 
tained for the poor by France and Mexico; the law

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Aviator Putnams Letters to 


American boy who was our “ace of 
aces,” and who was killed in combat 
recently, reveals himself in missives 
from the front as a shy hero who 
faced death daily but took it as a 
lark—Descendant of Revolutionary 
War hero was typical of the fine 
young Americans who are repre- 
senting us over there 2: it 


EWS dispatches a few days ago told of the 
death in an acrial combat in France of David 
Eindicott Putnam of Newton, Mass., who, al- 
though onty a boy of 20, already had become 

the “ace of aces” of the American flying corps, with 12 
aevial victories officially to his credit. Putnam and 
Lieut. Wendellg. Robertson of Fort Smith, Ark., when 
{lying together, were dttacked by seven German ma- 
chines, four of which made for Putnam. He was shot 
through the heart. His machine fell within the Amer: 
tcan lines and he was buried in a field “golden with 
buttercups” by his comrades. 

Nowhere is Putnam's boyishness. his shyness and 
modesty, yet withal his bravery and eagerness for duty 
more apparent than in his letters to his mother, several 
of which are reproduced on this- page. He cannot con- 
ceal his zest for the fray, takes a boy's frank delight 
in his bag of spoils, yet plays up no thrills, lays no 
emphasis on his dangers and plumes himself on no 
special virtues. It has been said that in all he dia 
and in all he has written here he stands unmistakably 
as the fine type of American boy who represents us 
over there. 


June 16, 1918. 

OTHER DBAREST: Combat after 
combat comes my way, and without 
boasting I'll say that I generally 
meet them head on. Friday, with 
another fellow, I dove into a bunch 
of six Germans and three fell. These 
are not official yet. 

Yesterday | was with three other fellows when | 
saw two boche biplanes. They saw. us at about the 
same time and started to drive for home. Putting on 
all the speed I could I gave chase. As my machine 
happened to be slightly faster than those of the others 
in my patrol, I arrived first. With both guns shooting 
murder, I slowly closed with one of the boches. Near- 
er and nearer I drew. One gun stuck, but the other 
rattled on. When I was about 10 yards from the Ger- 
man, up came his nose. A perfect target, and just at 
that instant my remaining gun stopped. The German 
gunner (I could see him clearly) took one look at me 
and commenced to fire. A quick turn and I was out 
ot range. I looked back and there was the unlucky 
boche falling to the ground. Suddenly his left wing 
broke off and he dashed into the ground. I looked 
around for the rest of my patrol and there they were, 
some 500 yards above me, watching the fight. We got 
together again and started to patrol some more. | 
kept on, for I was able to fix my guns, which weren't 
very badly jammed. Suddenly I saw five more Ger- 
mans and gave chase immediately. As the biplanes 
had done before them, they, too, turned toward home 
and in following them I passed through a cloud and 
lost the rest of my patrol. The Germans, however, 
went too far, so I turned back. I had flown perhaps 
three minutes toward our lines when a German bal- 
loon loomed up directly ahead of me. “Well,” I said, 
‘i've got no incendiary bullets, but there’s no harm in 
shooting at it.”” No sooner said than done. I pulled 
both triggers. “Ploof!’’ The balloon’ burst’ into 
flames. It was the first time I’d ever seen a balloon 
in flames and it did look queer. [ supposed that there 
would be just one burst of flame and that would be 
the end. No! The thing remained in the air, a flam- 
ine mass, for perhaps 20 seconds and then dropped 
slowly to the ground, where it continued to burn. 

But how the anti-aircraft guns did shoot at me! 
Bang! Bang! Bang! Just a continuous” roar 
“Flaming onions’ also were coming up from the 
ground. Into a cloud I went. The shooting was even 
more terrible there, so out I dove. Twisting, turning, 
circling, I finally reached our lines and made tracks 
for home. The others arrived at about the same time, 
having witnessed the entire performance. 

That makes nine official planes and 13 unofficial for 
a total of 22 in six months, Thursday the 20th.

Dearest Mother: It is 4 a. m.

I wonder if it's possible for me 
to be more disappointed even 
than you? Gee, how I did want 
to go home! But they say “op- 
portunity knocks but once,” and 
it seemed to me I! heard her tap- 
ping at least. Looked like too 
good a chance to let slip. You 
see, here I am now in a new es- 
cadrille as a First Lieutenant 
Flight Commander. In about 
four months I should be a Cap- 
tain and soon after that will get 
my own escadrille. At least that 
is the situation as explained to 
me. Here’s hoping! 

Yes, there will be more compe- 
tition, for 1 want to retain my 
place at the head. But I am not 
a fool, and now that I have a 
running start, am not going to 
take so many chances. 

Poor Baylies; did you read 
about him in the papers? 

Dearest mother, I wrote to 
both Mr. and Mrs. Winter, ex- 
plaining to both as fully as was 
possible with our own limited in- 
formation, the way Wallie went. 
No one actually saw it, but here 
is the story again: 

Wallie and I were supposed to 
go up with two Frenchmen, but 


June 30, 1918 (Evening). 
Dearest Mother: I wrote you 
this morning and said that 1 


would try to “get” another boche in the evening. 
I did! 


I took a -patrol of new pilots out for their first 
flight over the lines. Upon arriving at said destina- 
tion, I perceived a speck off in the distance. Crossing 
into German territory, we gave chase, but the speck 
was too far in and so | turned my patrol and started 
back. Then I saw another speck, much closer. This 
time we were able to get close enough to see that the 
machine was a German biplane. And he was good, too. 
Seeing that he was outnumbered, he didn't dive imme- 
diately, but, instead, began to maneuver. I tried twice 
to get into position, but each time he outmaneuvered 
me. Then | tried a stunt I had heard of but had 
never had the nerve to try before. It is a stunt of 
yuynemer's, and requires a lot of skill, accuracy and 
quick shooting. Putting on full speed, I maneuvered 
to get above the German. Then, a quick turn and 
I was on my back. The machine, being nose heavy, 
falls on its nose and rights itself. Over I went and 
the next second I was pointing at the Hun. I fired 
six shots before the biplane was out of range. I say 
‘out of range.” He never got that far. Smoke began 
to show behind and down he went on his nose. Then, 
to my surprise, he broke in the air. I was astonished, 
for I had fully expected him to catch fire 


AVID ENDICOTT PUTNAM was a direct 
descendant of Gen. Israel Putnam of 
Revolutionary War fame. When 19 
years old he enlisted as an aviator with 

the famous Lafayette flying squadron and brought 
down his first enemy machine Jan. 19, 1918. He 
was awarded the French War Cross March 23, 
after having won five victories in the air. He 
was decorated later with the Military Medal by 
the French Government 

Early in June Putnam was transferred to the 
American aerial corps as First Lieutenant. On 
June 10 he brought down five German airplanes 
in one day, an achievement that has been eclipsed 
only once during the war, Aviator Rene Fonck 
of the French army having destroyed six ma- 
chines in one day. Putnam’s last aerial victors 


was reported on Sept. 2

One of the Frenchmen also became separated, and 
Wallie, when he finally did get up, fell in behind him. 
Out they went to the lines and came immediately upon 
four two-seater machines. (These are the most dan- 
gerous type, and doubly so when in numbers.) As I[ 
said before, no one knows exactly how it happened, 
but the last seen of Wallie, he was going straight for 
one of the Germans and had reached a point about 10 
yards when he crumpled up in the air and fell about 
a mile and a half in the German lines. He was killed 
instantly! And wasn’t it glorious' To die like a man! 
Could one ask more?

Dearest Mother: Once again | rise to remark “you 
nearly lost little David" again this morning. Jiminy, 
a miracle saved me “er 

! was detailed to make a patrol over an attack in 
the trenches to keep away enemy planes. With one 
other fellow I had patrolled about an hour when I 
saw three enemy planes. Down we plunged. When I 
came close, 1 opened fire, but when I tried to pull up 
for a fresh start, | wasn’t able to. The pressure in 
the gasoline tank, which drives the gasoline into the 
motor, had fallen too low and the motor wasn't being 
fed properly I pumped and pumped, and finally the 
motor picked up again. 

Back I whirled on the boche and fought for about 
five minutes and then, horror of horrors, the motor 
stopped again. This time I was in a much more dan- 
gerous position, for when | turned away to pump, all 
three were able to shoot at me 

And they did! 

Suddenly | heard “Plunk,” and what little pressure

We were divided into three 
gangs, and worked. from 6 in the morning 
till 6 at night, with a spell of an hour and 
a half in the middle of the day. 

The worst off of the lot were the Rus- 
sians and Belgian civilian prisoners. They

“once did any of them make a try to 
escape With our boys it was different— 
they were all the time planning to get 
away, and frequently we would wake up 
in the morning and find that two or three

of our members Were missing. Some of 
them got clean away, others would be 
brought back and given heavy penalties 
for thelr breaks 

“The building where we were con- 
fined had once been a hotel) The hundred 
of us were crowded in a room fit to ac- 


commodate about 10. There was no ven- 
tilation. When we returned from work 
in the evening the door was locked and 
barred, and we had ta stay inside till the 
following da‘ 

“On Sept. 16 our Red Cross parcels 
came to hand, and after that they reached 
us regularly, one parcel every week, and 
while they were all opened by the Ger- 
mans, as a general rule the contents were 
intact We depended for our lives on 
these parcels, for if it hadn't been for 
them we would have starved to death. 
The Red Cross also sent us bread from 
Switzerland, two loaves per man each 
week We were allowed to write two 
letters and four postal cards each month 
and could receive any number Thank 
God for the letters we got' They helped 
keep our spirits up and reminded us of 


the homes we hoped we would one day 
see again 

“We had planned on making our get-

wire with a pair of nall pullers that we 
had stolen from the shoemaker. In just 
a minute or two we were on the other side 
of the fence, free—but still in Germany. 

“We slipped out through a little gar- 
den just outside the prison camp and made 
our way down to the river, where one 
of the men had noticed an old disused 
rowboat. On this leaky craft the eight 
of us embarked. We only had one Oar, 
and the current in the river was running 
so swiftly that we were soon in difficul- 
ties. After an hour of tossing about we 
were swept back to the bank at a point 
about six miles down from where we 
started on our trip. We tore some paling 
from a fence, and finally managed to 
paddle our way to within 20 yards of the 
opposite shore. Here our boat stuck and 
we had to jump into the icy. water and 
wade to the bank. 

“Right across country we struck, thank- 
ful every minute that the falling snow 
footprints.

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CASHING A CHECA. 


EADBERS of the Old Testament remem- 
ber the Hittites as one of the peoples 
in Asia Minor whom Jehova promised 
to dispossess of their lands in behalf 
of the seed of Abraham. The name 
suggests, if anything, a race of savage 
marauders infesting the Aegean coast 

of Asia Minor. It comes with something of a shock, 

then, to learn that these contemporaries of Moses 
and Joshua had evolved a type of woman suffrage—at 
least Women were permitted to hold important public 
offices. 

This is one of the 


remarkable discoveries made 
when, after years of labor, Dr. A. H. Sayce of Oxford 
University finally succeeded in deciphering a large 
collection of tablets in the Hittite tongue which are in 
the possession of the Museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania. The text is in cuneiform script, but 
different from the Assyrian. A ¢lew was found in one 
bilingual tablet which bore the same matter in both 
Hittite and Assvrian. 


The translations made at the museum by Dr. Sayce 
show that about 4400 years ago each province of the 
Hittite region was administered by a royal Baby- 
lonian Prince, and that every city was governed by a 
Prefect, or Mayor. The startling disclosure is that 
in almost every instance a prefectress is mentioned 
along with the Prefect. She seems to have co-ordinate 
authority with him and perhaps special powers of her 
own. 

One tablet is a letter addressed by a ruling Prince 
to a Mayoress and another woman, and seems to indi- 
cate that these had official status independent of the 
Mayor. The tablets are unfortunately much mutilated, 
so that only a portion of the text of most of them is 
decipherable.

Still another tablet, ac- 
cording to Dr. Sayce, is 
of great interest because 
in several aspects it has 
a modern ring. “Tt 
seems.” writes Dr. Sayce,

‘The scribe is con- 
tent in heart,’ the account ends. One wonders whether 
this is the conclusion of a libel suit of that era.”’ 

“Most of the tablets,”” the translator continues, in 
the Museum Journal of the University of Pennsylvania, 
“are concerned with commercial and legal business, 
and show how brisk a trade was carried on. They 
show that Eastern Asia Minor, 25 centuries before 
Christ, was under the control of the Babylonian Gov- 
ernment and that Babylonian civilization was firmly 
planted there. The silver, copper and lead mines of 
the Taurus were worked for Babylonian firms, good 
roads had been made along which the postman reg- 
ularly traveled, and walled cities had been built which 
served partly as garrisons for the Babylonian troops 
who kept the country in order, partly as centers for 
the Babylonian merchants and their agents. 


“The soldiers were mainly drafted from Assyria, 
which was at that time a province of Babylon, and the 
Assyrian mode of reckoning time by eponyms was in 
use. Frequent mention is made of a week of five 
days. 

“The language spoken was a dialect of Assyrian, 
which differed considerably from the standard speech, 
and in its pronunciation.was greatly influenced by 
the native languages of the country. The agents of 
the Babylonian firms were constantly moving about, 
and even a species of draft or check was already 
known.” 

The first record of the Hittites was found in 1881, 
when attention was called to two tablets, one in the 
British Museum and the other in the Louvre, which 
were In a peculiar form of cuneiform script. A large 
collection of tablets in the same script was acquired 
in 1889 by a Russian Egyptologist. Through the trans- 
lations at the University of Pennsylvania we for the 
first time know the exact date of the Hittite period. 

“We now know the date to which the tablets must 
be assigned,” according to Dr. Sayce. ‘“‘The forms of 
the characters and the proper names belong to the 
period of the third dynasty of Ur, B. €. 2500, and one 
of them is dated in ‘the reign of a King of that dy- 
nasty.” 

On the Egyptian monuments the Hittites are always 
figured as a yellow race, with prominent, protuberant 
noses and large nostrils, retreating forehead and chin, 
thick lips, high cheek bones and black hair and eyes. 
They are generally portrayed as beardless and as 
wearing the hair in a queue. They appear short in 
stature but heavy in build. Because of these physical 
traits, many students have connected them with the 
Mongolian race. Traces of them have been found over 
the territory Iving between Assvria and the coast of 
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Asia Minor, and between the Black Sea and the Egyp- 
tian border. At one time they are supposed to have 
formed an “empire,” which was more probably a cou 
federation of cities 

Simultaneously with Dr. Sayce’s discoveries, new 
light on religious doctrines in Babylon 2000 years be- 
fore the Greeks is afforded by Dr. Stephen Herbert 
Langdon, curator of the Babylonian section of the 
Musenm of the University of Pennsylvania, now serv- 
ing in the British army. He has translated a number 
ol new liturgical texts which seem to show that the 
doctrine of the Logos, or word of God, which is: the 
subject of the introduction to the gospel of St. John, 
probably originated with the Babylonians 

The tablets deciphered by Dr. Langdon give hith- 
erto unknown accounts of the mystical symbolism of 
parts of the worship in the Temple of Nippur and at 
some other great cities of Sumeria. They are written 
in Babylonian and belong to the Cassite period, but 
relate to the older religion which was maintained by 
the Babylonians. Of particular interest is the tablet 
that traces back the doctrine of the Logos. In its mod- 
ern sense this doctrine was first enunciated by Philo 
or Alexandria. It is found in much of the writings of 


St. John. After discussing this philosophical move- 
ment, Dr. Langdon continues in the Museum Journet: 
“Sumerian liturgies have been edited by the writer 


from other collections that prove that this idea of an 
agent acting as intermediary between the great gods 
and the world, was commonly accepted by Sumarian 
and Babylonian hymnologists as early as 2500 B. C. 
They did not have the lofty conception of the Hebrews, 
in this respect: at least, the Sumerians certainly did 
not. With them the word of the great gods is always 
regarded as a word of wrath, and never as a power 
which created the world or which reveals the spiritual 
truths of the universe 

“Not until late in Babylonian history do we find 
the passage ‘The old men 
who know the Word,’ and 
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the passage says that 
these are looked upon 
with compassion by the 
god of vengeance. At any 
rate, the idea that the 
word of the greatest of 
gods is a personal agent 
who is sent forth ky 
these deities to afflict 


mankind because of their 
sins was a fundemental 
idea of Sumero-Babylo- 
nian religion. In the lat- 
ter period the theologi- 
ans of Babylonia may 
have developed this idea 
in a more religious and 
universal sense. 
“Nevertheless, the tab- 
lets have disclosed the 
remarkable fact that the
